IN EUROPE THEY HUG

Eight years ago I was very fortunate because I got 
to travel to Europe and Yugoslavia with my parents 
and four brothers. 

One brother and I spent a month travelling 
around Europe by train. My family reunited in Italy 
and took the ferry across the Adriatic to Dubrovnik 
where we were greeted by cousins. 

It was a wonderful trip. We saw many different 
cultures and ways of life, but I wouldn’t trade 
California living for any of them. 

There is, however, a piece of lifestyle in Yugo¬ 
slavia and across Europe that I wish was a part of 
American culture. And I believe American society 
suffers because of its absence. It is the ability to hug. 

I was 21 years old and my brother 22 when we 
rode the trains around Europe. And it was a shock 
to me when I saw girls hugging girls, guys hugging 
guys, and people kissing cheeks everywhere. I had 
grown up in Oakland, just across the bay from a 
city where a guy hugging a guy meant something 
very significant. I thought these Europeans were 
awfully weird doing all this hugging and kissing 
everywhere. 

I was in Yugoslavia at about the 6th week of my 
trip when it finally dawned on me. 

The Europeans aren’t the weird ones. It’s the 
Americans who are weird because they don’t hug. 
We dummies just shake hands. American society 
seems to think there is something wrong with men 
hugging. And I’m sure this attitude was around long 
before gays came out of the closet. 

I’ve heard reports that said over 95% of Americans 
would like to get hugged more often; that people who 
hug a lot are happier and have less mental depression, 
but that at the same time most people fear initiating 
a hug. So two friends end up shaking hands when 
both would really like a hug. 

I think hugging is a part of Yugoslavian culture 
that we should adopt at our gatherings. We should 
hug more. There is no reason not to, and it’s good 
for our health. 

The next time you see me at a meeting, remember 
that I’m not afraid to hug.
